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Two hundred guests attended a reception and dinner, held in Frank- 
lin hall, in honor of Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, Director of the U. S. Mint. 
Each guest was presented with a place card to which was affixed one of 
the new half-dollars, and a short statement of the event. Mrs. Ross very 
kindly autographed these cards for all those present. 

The Philadelphia Coin Club had a table for members and wives 
which was adjacent to a table for the Philadelphia Electric Company’s 
employees, some of whom are also members of the Philadelphia Coin 
Club. 

Mrs. Ross gave an outstanding speech in which she discussed the 
vicissitudes of developing a new coin, meeting the requirements of existing 
laws as to size, weight, legends, etc., as well as the mechanics of coinage. 

The new coin was designed by Mr. Sinnock and some details were 
added by Mr. Roberts. 

Mrs. Ross spoke of the many wonderful attributes of Benjamin 
Franklin, his unpretentious bearing and simple attire, his qualities of 
heart and mind that enabled him to win the confidence of everyone. As 
our envoy to France during the Revolution, he accomplished the almost 
impossible task of obtaining financial aid when we were in such dire need. 
He was renowned as an apostle of thrift and it is hoped that some of our 
younger generation may profit by some of his terse sayings when spend- 
ing one of these coins. 



Mrs. Ross then spoke of the significance of the Liberty Bell on the 
reverse side of the coin, the expression of freedom that it represents, the 
forces that are on the march today to undermine that freedom, and how 
each one of us should be on the alert to stamp out with all our strength 
any subversive element which might rob us of that freedom. 

Last but not least Mrs. Ross spoke of the legend “In God We Trust,” 
which proclaims to the world our recognition that human wisdom has 
its limitations. Our statesmen are grappling with problems which are 
challenging their powers of brain and soul. The concern and help which 
this country is showing for some of our unfortunate friends abroad is in 
accord with the teachings of Christ. The sky may be darkened, but we 
have reason to take heart, and to trust that through Divine Guidance we 
may help restore peace and order to the world. 

Finally, Mrs. Ross presented President Truman’s gift of the two 
Benjamin Franklin half-dollars, embedded in plastic to Dr. Henry Butler 
Allen, Executive Vice-President and Secretary of The Franklin Institute ^ 
as a permanent exhibit to commemorate this historic event. 
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I am greatly complimented and most appreciative to nave been invited 
here tonight to join in a celebration of the latest honor that has come to the 
great American patriot, Benjamin Franklin. It is most fitting that such a 
celebration should take place in this historic city, which is rich in traditions 
and with which the name of Franklin was so closely linked. It is also fitting 
that it should be sponsored by an institution of such outstanding distinction as 
this which bears his name. 


Dr. Allen and his associates, through whose grace I am here, did not 
intend, I believe, when first they approached me about coming that I should 
be asked to talk for my supper. The idea seemed to develop, along with the 
planning, that you might be interested in hearing from one close to the Mint, 
something of what is involved in the changing of a design on a coin; and a few 
observations, perhaps, on related subjects. 

You might think, if you have given no thought to the subject, that it would 
be a small matter to change the design of a coin, it being such a small object. 
There is much more to it, I assure you, than first meets the eye. 

By what authority, you may ask, can a change be made? It is by authority 
of the Congress of the United States. The Coinage Act empowers the Director 
of the Mint to change the design of any coin, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, but specifies that a change may not be made more often 
than once in 25 years; and then it is not mandatory. 

Any alteration in the physical aspect of one of our coins is quite a serious 
responsibility. Most people probably pay little attention to the details of any 
of them, but let an innovation be proposed and it becomes, at once, a matter of 
intimate, personal interest to almost everybody. And well it may be — for after 
a new design is impressed upon a coin and it is once launched, it goes on and 
on into circulation until it is too worn for use. 

In a recent radio talk I ventured to suggest this idea, in connection with 
the new Franklin piece, saying in effect, that when a coin is once released for 
circulation the public must accept it — like it or not! I had in mind the legal 
restraint against frequent changes of design. With all speed a letter came to 
my office, written in high dudgeon, by somebody in a distant state, charging 
me with being a typical Federal bureaucrat, arrogantly snapping my fingers 
in the face of the public. 

The first concern of us all, the public, and certainly of officials directly 
concerned, when a change is determined upon, is that the design to be adopted 
shall be worthy a place on a United States coin. It must have artistic merit; it 
must have meaning. That is, it must tell a worthwhile story in its symbolism 
and historic suggestion. 

We all know that the history of ancient civilizations is, in considerable 
degree, traceable through coins that have been handed down; handed down by 
people who had lived and died centuries before the advent of the printing 
press. Needless to say, it is imperative that the devices, characters, and letter- 
ing on a coin design be so developed and arranged as to be amenable to the 
coinage process. Only to a sculptor of recognized skill should therefore be 
entrusted the task of producing a coin design. The mere fact of one’s having 
attained fame as a sculptor gives no assurance that he can produce a design 
satisfactory for use on metal, in bas-relief. Some famous artists are shown, by 
Mint records, to have made dismal failures in that direction. Best results, I 
mention in passing, are to be expected from Mint sculptors who know some- 
thing of the exigencies of the coinage process. A design may be perfectly 
beautiful in a clay model, the size of a dinner plate, and may have been exe- 
cuted by an eminent sculptor, but when reduced to the size of a coin, be lack- 
ing in distinction, or be unadaptable to coinage. 

At best, the artist’s product meets with many vicissitudes from the time 
of its appearance in the clay model until it finds its place on the little round 
of metal in the guise of a coin. Mint experts feel that they also, along with it, 
go through many vicissitudes in their effort to bring the artist’s concept into 
harmony with legal requirements with respect to size and weight, and with 
the mechanics of coinage. That, as a rule, is a difficult task. The “ironing out 
of the bugs,” as they say in the Mint, calls for good head work a-plenty, and 
for most meticulous hand work also. 

The law itself prescribes the weight and content of a coin, as well as cer- 
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tain legends and characters it must bear. The desi^ therefore, must permit 
such flow of metal as will produce the correct weight, and size. Thickness 
must be taken into account. The relief of the dominant details must be high 
enough to produce a handsome, clear-cut effect, but if slightly too high here 
or there, in relation to the outside rim, or in relation of one side to the other, 
rubbing and rocking will result, which prevents perfect stacking, and perfect 
packaging. 

As a rule it is not until the design is reduced and impressed upon the work- 
ing dies and not until they are subjected to experimentation, that flaws in the 
design (from the minting standpoint) reveal themselves. Sometimes the models 
have to go back to the artist — more often Mint experts, in collaboration with 
the artist, make necessary alterations in the detail. They are not, as a rule, 
evident in the finished coin. 

The reason is now clear, I hope, why we cannot announce far in advance 
the exact date a newly-designed coin will be ready to leave the Mint and start 
on its way into circulation. 

You may be wondering how it came about that the portrait of Benjamin 
Franklin found its place upon the fifty-cent piece together with a replica of 
the Liberty Bell. For several years I had harbored the hope that during my 
tenure in the Mint these two features might be incorporated in design for one 
of our coins. From time to time, letters have come in to my office urging the 
use of Franklin’s portrait on the one-cent piece; probably because of his 
identity with the maxim “A penny saved is two-pence clear” — often mis- 
quoted “A penny saved is a penny made.” You will agree, I believe, that the 
fifty-cent piece, being larger, and of silver, lends itself much better to the pro- 
duction of an impressive effect. 

During the war it appeared for a time that the addition of one or more 
denominations might be required to ease the demand for one-cent pieces — the 
enormous production of which, under pressure of demand, was straining the 
coinage capacity of the Mint. The necessity did not materialize. In order to be 
ready, however, for any contingency, we assigned to our highly skilled sculp- 
tor in the Mint, Mr. Sinnock, the task of evolving a new design, to embody a 
likeness of Franklin and a representation of the Liberty Bell. That design 
was in readiness for the fifty-cent piece. I mention with sorrow that Mr. Sin- 
nock’s death occurred one year ago. 

When, after the war, the extraordinary pressure of work upon the Mint 
had eased, we determined that the half dollar should be given a ‘‘new look” — 
it having worn its old attire since the year 1916. We resolved that the figure 
of Liberty with her flowing robes on the obverse, and the eagle on the reverse, 
should give place to Franklin and the Liberty Bell; assuming of course, the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury. This, happily, was readily forthcom- 
ing with his expression of pleasure in the choice of the design. 

I point out that the new fifty-cent piece is unique in one important re- 
spect. On it, the eagle is for the first time given a subordinate position on any 
of the silver coins of denomination above the dime. The coinage law under 
which we operate and which was enacted in 1873 provides that each of these 
silver coins must bear the figure of an eagle or representation thereof; am- 
biguous language that, you will agree. What could be a representation of an 
eagle but an eagle itself! We tried to persuade ourselves that the eagle was 
supposed to represent strength and freedom and that the Liberty Bell would 
suffice as a representation thereof. But in the end we decided that discretion 
was the better part of valor and we had better put it on to assure conformity 
with the law. Accordingly, Mr. Roberts, our capable sculptor at the Mint, very 
cleverly, and with pleasing effect, we think, added a small eagle at the right 
of the bell to balance with E Pluribus Unum on the left of it. 

The subordination of the eagle on this particular coin is an interesting 
coincidence inasmuch as Benjamin Franklin, as Dr. Allen reminded me, con- 
demned, in strong and picturesque language, the use of the eagle as a United 
States emblem. He called it a bird of prey, of bad moral character — a coward, 
lazy. The turkey, he contended, was more worthy and being a distinctly 
American bird would be a more suitable emblem. 

Benjamin Franklin is also on record as disapproving the use of portraits 
on coins. Royal heads he had in mind apparently. He advocated the substi- 
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tution of proverbs profitable for human refiection. Renowned for wisdom as 
Dr. Franklin was, he no doubt had some of the weaknesses to which most 
human flesh is prone; even a little vanity perhaps. Had he known in his day, 
that 150 years hence his image would be placed on a coin of this, his native 
land, to whose service his life was consecrated, we may assume I believe, that 
he would not have been seriously displeased. 

You of this company will agree, I am confident, that it is a distinction, well- 
merited, in view of his outstanding service to this country in its infant years, 
when it was struggling to establish itself as a free nation, and in view of his 
contribution to human progress in general. 

Benjamin Franklin was truly an amazing person, as is evidenced in the 
eminence he achieved in the various roles he filled — statesman, scientist, 
philosopher. 

It is diflScult to define the attributes that make for greatness. It is certain 
that Benjamin Franklin had, in a high degree, such qualities of heart and mind 
as enabled him to command the confidence, even affection, of people in all 
walks of life who came within the orbit of his influence. They were, moreover, 
qualities that enabled him to win support to his objectives. 

He was a man of unpretentious bearing, we are told. His attire was simple 
compared with that of most gentlemen of his stature, in a day when velvet 
and lace frills contributed much to masculine pulchritude. And yet in any 
company he entered, at home or abroad, he was at once an arresting, com- 
manding figure. Scholars, statesmen, authors listened to him with great re- 
spect. Sophisticates at the court of Louis 16th vied with one another for his 
attention. Marie Antoinette herself, influenced by his persuasive utterances, 
according to historians, took up the cudgels in support of the Revolutionary 
cause of the colonies. 

Franklin’s faculty for establishing strong friendships stood this country in 
good stead. The friendship that he won from the people of France during his 
long sojourn there as our envoy, proved to be, as we know, of priceless value 
to this country. His one great objective was to win a binding alliance between 
that country and ours. This he accomplished by dint of great patience and 
consummate tact. The signing and sealing of that pact was doubtless the 
greatest triumph of his life. It meant arms for our soldiers with which to 
fight. It meant money for food and clothes for them and shoes for their feet 
in a time of direst need. 

As we ponder the value of this aid, the question arises, what, without it, 
would have been the destiny of this country? What would have been the 
destiny of us, in this generation? Who can reckon our indebtedness to Benja- 
min Franklin for that service? 

As for his contribution to science, be assured I would not presume to exalt 
its importance in this erudite company, composed largely of persons who are 
themselves scientists of recognized eminence. I regret to say I cannot talk the 
language of scientists and I fear I could not understand if they tried to explain 
it to me. 

Monumental as were the deeds of this versatile genius in the fields of 
science and statesmanship, I doubt if they have served as much to keep his 
name alive down through the generations, even to this day, as has his homely, 
down-to-earth philosophy, expressed in language that everybody can under- 
stand, even the most unlettered person. The fact that his maxims have lived, 
are still familiar household words, and almost any day appear somewhere in 
public print, testifies to their general acceptance as sound guides for human 
conduct, whether or not they are consistently practiced. 

Franklin is widely renowned as the apostle of thrift. At this time when a 
good part of the world is hungry and when a beefsteak here at home costs 
almost a king’s ransom, it seems only good common sense to heed his precepts 
on thrift. All of us, I am sure, would like to hold on to a few shekels for 
future needs. Poor Richard says that “He that goes a borrowing, goes a 
sorrowing.’’ 

Thrift I count among the cardinal virtues, quite convinced that it has vital 
bearing upon the average person’s chances of rising to high achievement, and 
even more important, vital bearing upon character. 
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It is only by the practice of thrift that a young person starting his career 
can expect, unless he has wealth bestowed upon him, to meet his financial 
obligations as he goes through life. That he must do if he is to preserve his 
self-respect and command the respect of others. How else can he provide, 
except by exercise of thrift, for the rainy day, if he is dependent upon his own 
resources, which is sure to come. How else can he hope to realize cherished 
ambitions that call for material assets. 

That young person who starts out adult life spending all that he makes 
and accumulating nothing but debts is in a poor position to seize choice oppor- 
tunities coming his way which might lead to outstanding success, and great 
usefulness. 

Furthermore, Poor Richard says, “ 'Tis hard for an empty bag to stand 
upright.'* We have all seen that truth exemplified in the person who indulges 
himself in an extravagant scale of living - to keep up, perhaps, with his 
neighbors the Joneses — which he knows his income cannot support. That 
person is following a dishonest course, for he is appropriating to himself the 
substance of others to which he has no right as though he were reaching his 
hand into their pockets. 

Benjamin Franklin’s philosophy I point out, was by no means limited to 
this one subject of thrift. It covered a wide range of human interests. Young 
men he admonished: “Keep your eyes wide open before the marriage cere- 
mony, half shut afterwards.” Good advice that! In exalting the simple life he 
opines “A little land well-tilled, a little house well-filled, a little wife well- 
willed, are true riches.” Many of Dr. Franklin's most impressive utterances are 
in verse too long for comment here. 

About the Liberty Bell on the reverse of the coin. I am deeply impressed 
with its significance to us as a country, as a symbol, at this juncture of the 
world’s history. To me it is soul-stirring thought that on this coin it will go 
out to the four corners of our country into the hands of practically every 
American. As one largely responsible for its being on the coin I express the 
ardent hope that it may be a constant reminder to us all how blest we are to 
live in this land of liberty; how blest we are that our forefathers had it in 
their minds and souls to establish in this new country, a free government, 
though it should cost them their lives, and to hand it down as such to their 
children of succeeding generations. So brilliant in mentality were those early 
statesmen who laid the foundation of this government, so forceful of charac- 
ter were they, and sound in integrity, it seems as if Heaven must have endowed 
them for that especial purpose. 

We do well to remember that this precious freedom, bequeathed us by 
them, is ours, to have and to hold, if we jealously safeguard it and stand ever 
ready to defend it at any cost. 

No condition in this world can be assumed to be static; not even this 
blessed state of freedom we enjoy, unless it is safeguarded. We know that 
right now there are forces on the march, which are bent upon undermining 
the order under which we live. They would put an end, if they could, to this 
system of ours that exalts the dignity of the individual citizen and respects 
his right to make for himself a place in the sun, according as his talents and 
industry make possible; that permits every person to choose his own religion, 
and manner of worship, and to speak aloud his views on any subject, so long 
as he does no harm to his fellow men. 

Enemies of this system would through open and insidious tactics, (mostly 
insidious) deprive us of such liberties as these and see us in the same mold 
that they are cast. Seeing the goings-on in the world right now, as we do, we 
should realize that this is no time for complacency on the part of any literate 
citizen. It is a time for all of us to show a keen awareness of any propa- 
gandist activity wherever it asserts itself which seeks to undermine our free 
institutions, and to speak out against it with spirit. 

Three weeks ago in Philadelphia I stepped into a little shop. The pro- 
prietor told me of a woman who had been there before me. She came asking 
him to contribute money for an organized group, which gives evidence of being 
unfriendly to our system of government. Not only did he indignantly refuse 
and tell her that she was not welcome in his shop making such a proposal, but 
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he proceeded in strong language to tell her what she was doing to herself, her 
husband, and their children. He pointed out to her, her husband’s thriving 
little business which was providing a good living to them all and education 
for their children, such as would be impossible to them in any other country 
in the world. She left that shop roundly reprimanded for her disloyalty. If 
all of us were as alive to our responsibility as citizens, as was that man, we 
could, through the force of public opinion alone, beat down — we could crush 
any subversive “ism” foreign or otherwise inspired, that dares to invade this 
country. 

Again referring to the coin. On its face it bears, as do our other coins, the 
words “In God We Trust.” Thus do we as a nation proclaim to the world our 
recognition that human wisdom has its limitations. Right now our statesmen 
are grappling with problems, thrust upon them by postwar conditions, which 
are challenging their powers of brain and soul. There are many facets to 
those problems which make decisions so difficult they seem almost to defy 
human wisdom. The world’s woe cannot be ignored by this strong, highly- 
favored nation. The general recognition of that fact, which is evident, is a 
tribute to the character of the American people. 

There is one thing we know — this government of ours is not seeking to 
exploit any nation on the earth, through economic or any other advantage. 
Our statesmen have iterated and re-iterated that truth. All it wants is to help; 
to help those nations that are stricken or tottering back on their feet again. 
It wants to put them in a position where they can work out their economic 
rehabilitation and save, or achieve their freedom, while we keep our own 
secure. It is plain that the overthrow of freedom, in one country after 
another, if it is permitted to go on, cannot fail to menace our own. 

The concern and compassion which this country is showing for the double 
tragedy of economic distress and loss of freedom, which multiplied millions of 
people over the earth are suffering, accord with the teachings of Christ. In 
the untiring labor of our national leaders seeking to reach out a helping hand 
and in the material treasures which we the people are pouring out, we obey 
the scriptural injunction “Bear ye one another’s burdens and so fulfill the law 
of Christ.” That being true, we have reason to take heart, though the sky is 
dark over the world at the moment, and to trust that through Divine guid- 
ance the mighty effort which we are making will be effective in helping bring 
back peace and order to the world, and speed the time, when liberty-loving 
people in any part of it, can achieve and maintain a civilization based upon 
the principle of human freedom.

A printing of eleven thousand official convention souvenir booklets 
will be mailed to all ANA members and distributed at the convention. A 
full program of convention activities, together with a list of material in 
the Convention Auction Sale; other numismatic information and a de- 
partment of advertising make up this elaborate publication. You are 
urged to make an early return of bid sheets to the auctioneer. 

W^hether it was beans and coins, or, coins first then beans, is a moot 
question in Boston. The L. G. Parmelee collection of United States coins 
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(finest at that time) was formed in Boston — sold in New York in 1890. 
There is yet no bronze tablet on the house at No. 663 Massachusetts Ave- 
nue, formerly the old home of Mr. Parmelee, who made his money cook- 
ing and selling beans. The house stands on the corner of Parmelee Street, 
and the present owner, another old-timer, purchased it from the Parme- 
lee family. May we identify this as a truly numismatic shrine. 

Boston’s numismatic mile-stones date far back to 1823 when the first 
coin sale in America, was held in this city. The most historically minded 
dealer and cataloguer, W. E. Woodward, operated in Boston for many 
years. Even the Chapmans were glad to quote him. Famous numismatic 
Americans in Boston include William Sumner Appleton, whose collection 
of coins and encased postage stamps may be seen at the Massachusetts 
Historical Society; and the renowned father and son doctors, H. R. 
Storer and Malcolm H. Storer. Their famous collection of medical medals 
is on display at the Boston Medical Library. Another leading numisma- 
tist who lived in Boston was William R. Marvin. He was, for years, the 
editor of the American Journal of Numismatics. He was also distin- 
guished by being the father-in-law of the late Howland Wood, of numis- 
matic fame in his own right. 

We are reminded of other old-timers, Robert Bird of Canton, and 
Fred Joy of Winchester, suburban towns. Be it known that seven Boston 
Numismatic Society members present at the 1921-ANA-BOSTON conven- 
tion are still with us. You will meet them all in person as the Honorary 
Reception Committee, headed by George L. Tilden whose first member- 
ship card is dated 1910. Frank Shumway, general chairman of the 1921 
convention is again serving as Vice-Chairman. They never get old. 

Lovers of art will be interested in this item. The greatest single 
collection of art ever shown in this country, the $50 million worth of 
paintings from Berlin museums, will be exhibited at the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts, August 7 to 27, which includes the period of our convention. 

The fabulous collection of 200-odd works by the world’s masters, all 
but 52 of the most fragile of which will be shown here, has been in this 
country for safekeeping since American troops captured them in a Ger- 
man salt mine near the end of World War II. 

All but two of the paintings came from the Kaiser Frederick Mu- 
seum in Berlin and include 15 by Rembrandt, six by Rubens, three by 
Raphael, five by Botticelli, five by van Eyck, four by Durer and six by 
Frans Hals. 

The collection, viewed by nearly one million during five weeks in 
Washington recently, is being brought to Boston as part of a tour of the 
country’s four leading art museums. Originally the paintings were sched- 
uled for return to Germany after the Washington showing, but the deci- 
sion to halt immediate shipment was made by the Army and the Senate 
Armed Services Committee in response to the huge public interest cre- 
ated by them. Our convention guests are to profit by this decision. 

In announcing the scheduled showing, the biggest news for New 
England’s art world in years, it is said the collection will be accompanied 
by two trained art experts, in charge of caring for the paintings, and a 
United States Marine Corps guard of 40-50 men, charged with guarding 
them night and day. 

The works will be shown in the Boston Museum’s regular painting 
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galleries, from which its own collection will be removed for the occasion. 

A partial listing of the paintings represented in the 150 works to be 
shown here reads like a “Who’s Who” in the history of art. They include, 
besides those already mentioned, such Italian masters as Giotto, Fra 
Filippo Lippi, Giorgione, Titian, Caravaggio and Tiepolo; such Flemish 
and German greats as ven der Weyden, Cranach and Holbein, and such 
French paintings as Fouquet, Poussin, Claude Lorrain, Watteau, Dau- 
mier and Manet. 

Many of the collection have long been familiar to the world through 
reproductions. They include Botticelli’s “Venus”; van Eyck’s “The Man 
with the Pink”; Raphael’s “Madonna and Child with the Little Saint 
John”; Rembrandt’s “The Man with the Golden Helmet”; Titian’s “Por- 
trait of a Young Man”; Ruben’s “Madonna and Child Enthroned with 
Saints”; and Filippo Lippi’s “The Madonna Adoring the Christ Child.” 

Save some time for inspection of the Museum’s extensive collection 
of Numismatic items, including an array of ancient Greek and Roman 
coins, etc. 

Word has just reached us that the famous extensive Numismatic 
collections at the Massachusetts Historical Society headquarters, long 
without a curator, are to be reconditioned, rearranged and in readiness 
for the convention. We have received several inquiries regarding spe- 
cific items at the M.N.S. These requests together with keen interest evi- 
denced by local old-timers, are responsible for this activity at the His- 
torical Society where continued expansion in the Numismatic department 
is anticipated. 

Not far to the north of Boston is the City of Salem, home of several 
private and public museums. Let us consider the two world renowned 
institutions, both on Essex Street, within a stone’s throw of each other. 

Our convention guests will learn of so many “musts” for visitation, 
we strongly advise a trip to Salem be included. The Essex Institute is 
preparing for expanded space and a greater spread of numismatic items, 
even to the temporary removal of non-numismatic material. At the 
moment there is a large collection of foreign coins, principally small size 
silver and coppers, a considerable collection of medals and medallettes, 
and quite a sizable collection of old currency, principally broken bank 
bills, wildcat, currency, continental currency, etc. There is also some 
gold. The original dies used for the Pine Tree Shilling and other early 
mementos will gladden the eye of the visitor. 

The Peabody Museum is devoted primarily to relics of the clipper 
ship days of Salem and therefore primarily to East Indian objects. But 
you will find Chinese, Japanese and Siamese coins and paper money. Both 
the Institute and Museum are crammed with early Colonial relics. The 
visitor may spend a full day at Salem. It is suggested that a combined 
trip to Salem and Marblehead, with a shore dinner at either place is well 
worth your time. We are reminded that both Salem institutions are open 
all day weekdays from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., and the Peabody is also open on 
Sunday afternoon.

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HELLENISTIC AND EARLY ROMAN COIN PORTRAITURE

A considerable body of literature exists on the subject of the origin 
of Roman portraiture and its relation to Greek art. Unfortunately for 
the beginning student, however, much of this work is vitiated by a nar- 
row and quarrelsome partisanship in favor of one or the other of the 
ancient peoples. Es{)ecially since the publication, at the end of the last 
century, of Professor Wickhoff’s spirited defense of Roman art,^ a sharp 
controversy has raged between the proponents of Greece and those of 
Rome; and this controversy has centered around the art of portraiture. 

It was in this field especially that the Romans seemed to their 
defenders to surpass the Greeks. Here it was that Rome’s partisans 
entrenched themselves and concentrated their strength, and from this 
stronghold they shouted defiance at the enemy. The Hellenists, however, 
were not satisfied to leave the Romans any refuge from their fury. With 
a ferocity that would have been better suited to the battlefields of the 
Macedonian Wars, they sought to carry the fighting into the citadel of 
the foe. They tried to prove that Roman art never had any originality, 
but that in portraiture as in everything else it was hardly more than a 
pale reflection of the glorious art of Greece. Their main thesis had at 
least the merit of simplicity. If an object of art seemed to have merit, 
they denied that it was Roman: it must have been the work ©f a Greek, 
or at most of an Italian trained by a Greek master. This was obvious to 
them ; for if the object had had any artistic merit, it could not have been 
Roman. With this triumphant logic, they considered their case proved. 

They had, however, rather underestimated the tenacity and inge- 
nuity of their enemies. Discomfited but not defeated, the legions 
reformed their ranks; the eagles were raised, the trumpets sounded the 
charge, and the defenders of Rome renewed the battle. The extreme 
partisans of this school proved themselves as adept as the Hellenists in 
ignoring or explaining away such evidence as did not fit their theories. 
The Greeks, they said, did produce a kind of portraiture; but it was far 
inferior to that of Rome. Greek portraits were idealized or generalized. 
Truly individual and realistic portraits were originated by the Romans, 
and the Greeks did not have anything to do with it. The art had been 
practiced in Italy from very early times, considerably before Greek influ- 
ence became powerful, and the magnificent realistic art of the Roman 
Empire was derived from Roman rather than from Greek sources. 
Roman art was in this way completely vindicated. 

Both sides in this heated argument overlooked or dismissed as 
atypical and unimportant any ancient evidence that supported their 
rivals. Both were, to a considerable degree at least, quarreling over 
matters of taste in art, oblivious of the old proverb of the Romans them- 
selves, who said “de gustibus non disputandum est” — “there is no use 
in quarreling over tastes.” Beyond this, however, both sides suffered 
from certain weaknesses that rendered them vulnerable and continually 
encouraged their opponents to renew the attack. The partisans of Rome 
were hampered by their inability to date precisely any of the supposedly 
early statuary portraits. Books on Roman art usually date these por- 
traits rather vaguely as “Period of the Republic” (a period which lasted 
from about 500 to 31 B.C.), and none can be proved by an inscription or 
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other evidence to earlier than the 1st century B.C., when Greek influence 
on Roman culture began to be very marked. 

By the middle of the 1st century B.C., we have sufficient definitely 
dated portraits to use style as a criterion in dating others. This, how- 
ever, is at best a very dubious method of dating, and in the period before 
the mid 1st century even it fails us. We cannot date by style because we 
lack examples of what the style was in the 2nd and 3rd centuries B.C. 
We do find some portraits that appear to be of a style too stiff or archaic 
to belong to the last century or half century of the Republic. A good 
example is the famous bronze bust of a bearded, stern-faced man, fanci- 
fully named ‘‘Brutus.'’ This statue certainly looks early, and it has been 
dated by some scholars to the first part of the 3rd century. Others, how- 
ever, have dated it as late as the 1st, and even if it does belong to the 3rd 
century, it may not be Roman at all. 

With equal or greater probability it may be attributed to the Etrus- 
cans, another nation in Italy which was not related to the Romans, but 
which had considerable influence on their early civilization.^ Much the 
same considerations apply to other “early Roman’’ portrait statues. The 
partisans of Roman art could feel and say with sincerity that these 
works were early; but the Hellenists could still defy them to prove it. 
All this was very annoying. 

The friends of Rome, however, had at least the consolation of 
knowing that their enemies had their troubles, too. They could and did 
trumpet their conviction that the portraiture of the best period of the 
Roman Empire was really the work of Greeks or was at least ultimately 
derived from Greek portraiture. But this also was impossible to prove to 
anyone not already predisposed to believe it ; and the Hellenists were 
hard put to it when asked to produce examples of realistic Greek por- 
traiture from a period before Roman influence might have been felt. One 
suspects that, in some cases at least, they lacked much knowledge of 
Hellenistic Greek art. 

For the great majority of lovers of Greece, Greek art was synony- 
mous with “Classical” Greek art — the art, that is, of the period between 
Pericles and Alexander. This art did not produce true portraits, but 
sought, just as the partisans of Rome said, to idealize the subject and to 
depict his character or historical significance rather than his personal 
appearance. The Hellenist might hotly deny the charge that such “por- 
traiture” was vapid and inane. He might even claim that it showed a 
noble spirituality, or something of the sort, to which the crass, earth- 
bound soul of the Roman could never hope to attain. He could hardly 
deny the flat statement that it was not realistic. Even if his desperation 
drove him to a careful study of the remains of Hellenistic Greek statu- 
ary, he would still be unable to find very much that could be honestly 
called realistic in anything like the Roman sense. The statues of the 
Hellenistic Greek kings are portraits, to be sure; but they are few in 
number as compared with the many statues of Roman rules (to say 
nothing of those of private persons), and most of those that we have are 
more or less idealized. On the basis of such evidence, the claims made 
for Greek portrait art were as difficult to sustain as those advanced in 
behalf of Roman. 

In this situation, we must turn to numismatics for the key to the 
solution of the problem. Hellenistic Greek portrait coins exist in con- 
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siderable quantities; and while it is true that only a minority of these 
bear realistic portraits, this minority is large enough to prove that Greek 
artists could and frequently did create a faithful likeness of an indi- 
vidual person. 

The earliest known Greek portrait coin, that of King Ptolemy I of 
Egypt, is certain not generalized or idealized.^ It is a definite attempt to 
depict the characteristics of a specific man. The method employed may 
not be wholly satisfactory — on some specimens the portrait borders on 
caricature — but it is a kind of realism nevertheless. The trend toward 
realism thus inaugurated was continued by later artists, and was per- 
sistant if never dominant or universal. Skill developed with practice, 
and the best coin portraits of the Hellenistic period are triumphant solu- 
tions of the difficult problem of how to satisfy the new taste for realism 
without losing the older and typically Greek ideal of conveying through 
portraiture the essential character and permanent significance of the 
person depicted. The best die-cutters of Hellenistic Greece were able to 
do this with complete success. Such portraits as those of Antiochus I of

the Seleucid Empire (Fig. 1) and Philetaerus of Pergamum (Fig. 2) do 
not seem to be idealized at all. Yet the artist has succeeded in bringing 
out the salient characteristics of the subject’s personality and place in 
history. Antiochus, with his deep-set eyes, long upper lip, and shrewd 
mouth turned down at the corners is the perfect embodiment of the 
determined and resourceful statesman. The crafty eyes and brutal jaw 
of Philetaerus mark him as the cunning, ruthless eunuch who steered his 
little state successfully through the troubled period after the death of 
Alexander, outwitted and hoodwinked friend and foe alike, and founded 
a strong kingdom which, for want of sons, he passed on to his nephew.^ 
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Equally noteworthy, although unfortunately so rare that the aver- 
age collector can hardly hope to own or even to see them, are the coins 
of the Greek kings of Bactria, a state in central Asia which split off 
from the Seleucid Empire about 250 B.C.^ Most of the portraits on these 
coins are probably slightly idealized, but they are still rightly consid- 
ered masterpieces of their kind. 

It is hard to make any definite statement about overall trends, but 
probably the zenith of Greek coin portraiture is reached in the late 3rd 
century B.C., continuing until the later part of the 2nd century. Before 
this, the artists are for the most part still experimenting. Those who 
manage to avoid the vacuous idealism of the portraits of most of the

coins of Demetrius Poliorcetes of Macedonia, for example (Fig. 3), are 
often unable to do so except by the cartoonist’s technique that we have 
noticed in the coinage of Ptolemy I of Egypt. Afterward the artistic, 
even the technical skill, seems generally to wane. Within this period of 
finest art, or close to it, appear the portraits of Philetaerus, the best 
Seleucid portraits, and those of the dynasts of Bactria. Less well known 
except to specialists are the splendid issues of the contemporary sov- 
ereigns of Pontus and Bithynia. 

It is little if any exaggeration to say that no coin portraits, even 
those of the finest Roman aurei, surpass those on the silver tetra- 
drachmas of the Pontic kings, Mithridates n and IV.® In the portrait of 
Mithridates II, says one noted critic, the artist transcends a merely 
realistic portrait of a superficially Hellenized barbarian king, and brings 
out for his audience the brooding, quizzical melancholy in the face of 
this intelligent barbarian."^ It may not be over-imaginative to suggest 
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that he felt and sought to depict the pathos inherent in the conflict of 
civilizations which left this perplexed stepchild of Helenism at home in 
neither of his two worlds. And realism of a truly Roman brutality 
appears in the portraits of the odious Prusias II of Bjd^hinia® (185-149 
B.C.). His heavy, stupid features well attest the character for sloth, 
cowardice, sensuality, and ignorance of all the polite or useful arts and 
sciences that is given by the Greek historian Polybius.^

After the end of the 2nd century, there seems to be in most Greek 
lands a general decline in the coin art. This trend perhaps reflects a 
coarsening of taste as well as the waning political and economic power 
of the Greek monarchs. The shallow idealism of some portraits of Mith- 
ridates the Great of Pontus (Fig. 5) (120-63 B.C.) must be attributed to 
his lack of taste. Apparently it pleased the middle-aged king to have 
himself depicted as a handsome youth, with wind-blown hair and a class- 
ical regularity of features which more realistic coin portraits show that 
he did not possess. Some specimens, it is true, are a little crude in execu- 
tion; but the powerful Mithridates, who defied Rome for years and was 
almost everywhere hailed as the champion of Greek liberty, can scarcely 
have had any difficulty in obtaining the best artists to cut his coin dies. 
The inferior quality of late Seleucid portraiture, on the other hand, may 
indicate both the economic and political weakness of petty kinglets whose 
tottering thrones could no longer either hire or inspire a great artist. 

Periods of political and economic decline appear usually to produce 
inferior coin art: the Roman coinage of the 3rd and 4th centuries of the 
Christian era is perhaps the best known example of this phenomenon, and 
the barbarization of Parthian coin art in the 2nd century is perhaps just 
as striking. We must, however, be cautious in drawing conclusions as to 
the cultural effects of a wane in political and economic vigor, especially 
in a period as complicated as the Hellenistic Age. We have some mag- 
nificent examples of coin portraiture on the little silver drachmas of a 
wretched little Cappadocian puppet-king named Ariobarzanes Philoro- 
maios ('‘the Pro-Roman” or ‘‘the Friend of Rome”). This poor soul 
spent most of his long ‘‘reign” (96-63 B.C.) in being alternately placed 
on the throne by the Romans and driven off by nearby enemies, until at 
last the Romans themselves tired of him and forced him to abdicate in 
favor of his son. Yet his coins are striking in their artistic merit. They 
depict him with faithful realism all the way from youth to old age,i® a 
very rare thing in ancient coin portraiture, where the tendency is to 
follow one fixed type after the king reaches maturity. The best speci- 
mens of the later coinage of Ariobarzanes are masterpieces almost equal 
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to those of best Seleucid, Pergamen, and Pontic tetradrachmas. Seldom 
has old age been depicted with more pathos than on these little silver 
pieces; and, fortunately for the collector, they are plentiful and cheap. 
These coins, however, seem to be about the last of their kind. 

After about 50 B.C., purely Greek coin art disappears, absorbed into 
the Graeco-Oriental art of Parthia in the East or into Roman provincial 
coin art in the West. Greek cities continued to strike their own coins 
with portraits of the Roman rulers until the late 3rd century of our era ; 
but the workmanship, except in Alexandria, usually compares very un- 
favorably with that on regular Roman issues. Apparently the best art- 
ists, Italian, Greek, or Oriental, found their way to the Imperial mint. 

Enough has now been said to give a general idea of Greek coin por- 
traiture at its best and worst. In a study of this length, much has been 
left unsaid, but it is hoped that the generalizations just made would not 
be seriously damaged by investigation of other areas left unexplored. 
These generalizations must be kept in mind in the study of early Roman 
portraiture, which, as we shall see, had quite different aims than Greek, 
arose independently, and up to a point developed along other lines. 

It has already been noted that the Etruscans influenced Rome and 
may even have created some early portraits that are supposed to be 
Roman. In some aspects of their art, the Etruscans themselves were 
under Greek influence; but this was not true of their early portrait art. 
The Greek artist of the “Classical” period had no interest in individuality 
except in the case of some great man like Pericles, and even here he 
sought to use the individual as a symbol of some wider meaning. Greek 
funerary art makes no attempt to render the exact features of the 
deceased. Statues of athletes had always emphasized the body at the 
expense of any individuality in the face, and the tomb sculptures, even 
when draped, exhibits the same interest in anatomical accuracy, the 
same lack of interest in portraiture. The reclining flgures on Etruscan 
sarcophagi are very different. The interest centers solely in the face, the 
bodies being often crude and awkward, and occasionally in impossible 
positions. All this is most un-Greek ; and even if — as seems improbable 
— these Etruscan statues are later than the early Greek portraits, they 
cannot have been influenced by them. The same applies to early Roman 
portraits. If there was a non-Roman influence on these, it was certainly 
not Greek. 

To separate early Roman or other Italic art from that of the Etrus- 
cans is a task for none but the specialist. The “Brutus” mentioned above, 
and the equally famous “Orator,’' may be either Etruscan, Roman, or 
Italic. In any case, despite a certain harshness and rigidity, these por- 
traits mark a considerable advance over the superficial and conventional 
realism of the Etruscan sarcophagi. They resemble and compare favor- 
ably with the earliest known examples of Roman portraiture, and it 
makes little difference whether the Romans invented this style them- 
selves or copied it from the Etruscans. Invented or copied, it was a style 
which suited the peculiar interests of the Romans, and it owed nothing 
to Greece. Like the Etruscans, the Romans were interested in the exact 
features of their subjects and in individuality as such, quite apart from 
any wider significance. 

This interest appeared strongly in the Roman funeral customs, which 
almost (though never quite, since the dead were not deified) amounted 
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to a cult of ancestor worship. Polybius, who spent many years (168-151 
B.C.) in Italy, was greatly impressed with their elaborate funerals, which 
included not only long, semi-biographical speeches about the deceased, 
but the display of his portrait and those of his ancestors. The Greek 
historian was struck by the realism of these portraits; they seemed to 
him almost like living men.^i This may be a slight exaggeration, but the 
portraits must have been attempts at reedism in a style rather different 
from that of Greek art. 

The Roman mania for portraiture had appeared long before the time 
of Polybius. Public statues of famous men were said to date from the 
semi-legendary era of the kings (before about 509 B.C.) and by 158 
B.C. they had become so numerous that the magistrates remov^ all 
whose erection had not been sanctioned by a decree of the Senate or the 
Popular Assembly.13 Statues of ancestors or other heroes were also set 
up in private homes, and every Roman aristocrat took pride in his col- 
lection of family busts, the display of which at funerals so greatly inter- 
ested Polybius. The realism of these portraits was in part due to the use 
of death masks, by which an impression of the features was taken in 
wax. A cast could thus be made to serve as a model for the sculptor; 
and it is clear that some statues were made in this manner. The features 
of such statues are not those of living men; even though the eyes are 
open and the artist has usually tried to soften to some degree the death- 
like appearance of the sunken faces, the marks are unmistakable. 

After careful study of the statues, a modem scholar concludes that 
the rather slavish copying of death masks belongs to the middle period of 
Roman Republican art. The Romans, after striving for realism without 
getting wholly satisfactory results, began to use death masks. After the 
artists became more skilled, the masks were no longer needed or were 
used only as guides in fixing the planes and bony structure of the face.^^ 
This conclusion is useful in dating the statues, for we can now say with 
some confidence that there is a change in style ; but the time at which the 
change took place is still conjectural. We must go to the coins for more 
exact information. 

The earliest Roman coins, like the earliest coins of Greece, bore no 
portraits. This was true both of the crude copper issues of the early 
Republic and of the more attractive silver coins which began to be struck 
during the 3rd century B.C. The first Roman silver coins were the 
Romano-Campanian didrachmas. These were intended for use in the 
Greek cities in southern Italy, and their style suggests that the dies were 
cut by Greek artists. Somewhat later (the exact time is still a contro- 
versial question) Rome created her own silver denomination, the dena- 
rius, distinguished by the mark of value, X. The types of these coins are 
impersonal, representing the city. A favorite is a helmeted bust of the 
Goddess Roma, who often resembles a Greek Athena and suggests the 
continued employment of Greek die-cutters. 

During the 2nd century B.C., the coins began to be signed by indi- 
vidual “moneyers” (commissioners of the mint). This innovation was 
probably at first not the result of the moneyers’ wish for personal adver- 
tisement, but of the government’s design to fix responsibility in case of a 
debased or otherwise fraudulent issue. As time went on, however, the 
moneyers took advantage of the position to glorify themselves and their 
families by omitting the heads of gods and goddesses and substituting 
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types commemorating the great deeds of their ancestors, or by combin- 
ing the two types on obverse and reverse. These coins, incorrectly called 
“family denarii,’* are official government issues; but the great lords of 
the Roman Republican oligarchy cleverly used the national currency — 
as they used everything else — to further their own fortunes in the ever- 
shifting contest for office and power, and converted the coins into cam- 
paign tokens to remind the Roman voters of the services rendered by 
their families to the Republic. Reprehensible as their conduct may seem, 
it is very handy for us that they acted thus, because we often know the 
approximate time when the various moneyers held office, and can thus 
date the coins with reasonable precision. 

In the 1st century B.C., portraits of ancestors in head or bust form 
begin to appear. This is rather a startling innovation. The Romans at 
this period, unlike the Greeks, did not deify their dead heroes and it 
is thus surprising to find them usurping the place of the gods on the coin- 
age. Again, however, it is handy for us, because in cases where the fea- 
tures of the ancestor are individualized enough to be a genuine portrait, 
we know that it must ultimately depend on a funerary bust or a statue 
made during his lifetime.

It now becomes possible to decide on the general character of the 
early statues. It has already been said that there were statues in Rome 
as early as the period of the kings ; and we find coins with busts of these 
early rulers, even of the first legendary king, Romulus or Quirinus 
(Fig. 6), who was supposed to have founded the city of Rome in 753 B.C. 
We have also representations of several worthies of the early Republican 
age. None of these “portraits,” however, has any individuality. If they 
were copied from statues, and not just done from imagination, as in the 
case of the Greek coin portraits of Homer, the statues belonged to a time 
before true portraiture had developed.

We have only one coin which is an exception to this rule: a denarius 
of L. Marcius Philippus (Fig. 7), bearing a head of his supposed ances- 
tor, the semi-legendary King Ancus Marcius (traditional date, 641-616 
B.C.). The point appears to have escaped most modern scholars, but the 
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features of King Ancus are so highly individualized that we cannot deny 
that we have here a portrait of somebody. It can hardly, however, be a 
portrait of King Ancus. No portraits existed in his time, or for many 
years after it, and the natural and lifelike expression of the face of 
“Ancus” shows that the portrait must belong to the late period of Repub- 
lican art. Perhaps the artist, unable to find a statue of Ancus, used 
instead as a model a statue of some other and much later member of the 
Marcian clan, or even made a portrait of the moneyer himself. Certainly 
the portrait cannot greatly antedate the middle of the 1st century, when 
the coin itself is believed to have been struck. If this conjecture is cor- 
rect, Philippas, rather than Julius Caesar, was the first living Roman to 
appear on his country’s coins, though thinly disguised as his own remote 
ancestor. All this, however, is mere guesswork. We can say with cer- 
tainty only that the portrait is presumably that of some Ist-century or 
2nd-century Marcius, and not that of the early king. No portraits existed 
until much later.

In seeking numismatic evidence as to the time when true portraiture 
began, we find on a denarius struck about 45 B.C. by P. Cornelius 
Lentulus Marcellinus (Fig. 8) what is probably the earliest definitely 
dated Roman portrait. It is that of M. Claudius Marcellus, general in the 
Second Punic War, who died in 208 B.C. The sunken cheeks and eye- 
sockets and the general angularity of the features prove that the portrait 
depends ultimately on a death mask made in the year of the general’s 
death.i® 

On another denarius, struck about 91 B.C. by Cn. Cornelius Blasio,^^ 
appears a helmeted head generally thought to represent Scipio Africanus, 
Marcellus ’s great contemporary who defeated Hannibal at Zama in 202 
B.C. Although rather lacking in force and individuality, the face of 
Scipio is lifelike enough. This portrait also may depend on a death mask, 
since Scipio refused to allow the public erection of statues to himself;^* 
but if so, the die-cutter of the denarius or some earlier sculptor whose 
work served as his model must have managed to give the portrait a more 
lifelike appearance. The lack of force in the portrait and the absence of 
a legend to identify it are probably the result of timidity on the part of 
the artist. In 91 B.C., a portrait of any human being on the coinage was 
a radical innovation, and the artist apparently tried to cushion the shock 
to conservative Republican sentiments by assimilating the portrait to the 
head of the Goddess Roma, who appears frequently in a helmet like that 
worn by Scipio.^® 

During the 2nd century B.C., all traces of endebtedness to death 
masks seem to have disappeared from Roman portraiture. We need not 
rely too much on Polybius’s opinion ; after all, he was a political, not an 
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art historian; but we have a very valuable piece of evidence in a dena- 
rius of C. Coelius Caldus (Fig. 9), struck about 56-50 B.C. It bears a 
portrait of his grandfather, also named C. Coelius Caldus, who was con- 
sul in 94 B.C. In this portrait, we see an early appearance of the true 
Roman realistic style, which has nothing in common with earlier or con- 
temporary Greek realism. Specimens of the portrait vary, but nearly all 
have the distinguishing marks of this period of Roman portraiture: a 
simple, unstudied pose, with features relaxed and a natural expression; 
nothing exaggerated, nothing theatrical, nothing to suggest that the art- 
ist had any message to convey, or any set notions about the Consul’s 
place in history, or any interest other than that of faithfully reproducing 
the face of an individual human being as he looked at a particular time. 
It is this lack of self-consciousness on the part of both subject and artist 
that makes Roman portraiture great, this dry, meticulous attention to 
absolute accuracy.

Roman realism seeks as earnestly to perpetuate the physical, the 
individual, and the momentary as Greek realism seeks to find behind it 
the spiritual, the general, and the eternal. The same crabbed, almost 
compulsive interest in every detail of individuality, whether of known 
significance or not appears in the biographies of Suetonius, and has made 
them universal favorites in all generations. The style is not fully devel- 
oped, perhaps, in the portrait of Caldus; but the essentials are there. 
During the next two centuries, this homely Roman style was to absorb 
and integrate the infiuence of Greek portrait art without losing its own 
unique greatness, and produce under the Empire those masterpieces of 
a realism so striking and unique that the Germans coined a new word to 
describe it: “verism” (verismus). 

But the fiowering of Roman art went on simultaneously with the 
disintegration of the Roman Republic. The Republic had seldom if ever 
been anything more than an oligarchy with democratic window-dressing. 
In almost any period of its history, about 20 or 30 men of a dozen or so 
noble families held all real power in the Republic ; and the usurpation of 
the place of the gods on the coinage by the family types of the Repub- 
lican money ers was emblematic of the aristocrats’ monopolizing of all 
economic and political power, which they came to regard as a family 
possession. So long as Rome was fighting for her life against powerful 
foes, party strife between democrats and aristocrats was kept at a mini- 
mum and the bitterest contests ended in some kind of compromise. But 
when, after the destruction of Carthage in 146, Rome no longer had any 
dangerous rival to fear, class war broke out with savage violence. The 
brutal and hypocritical ferocity with which Rome had annihilated help- 
less Carthage now made itself felt in internal politics. Patriotism, reason, 
and humanity alike were thrown to the winds, and open violence replaced 
compromise as the rulers of the world turned to destroy each other. 
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The aristocrats drew first blood. When the democratic reformer, 
Tiberius Gracchus, came forward with some very mild and salutary legis- 
lation to aid the small farmer, ruined by aristocratic greed, his plans 
were blocked by trickery. Thus thwarted, Gracchus lost his head and 
himself resorted to methods of at least highly dubious legality. Seeing 
him about to carry the day, the aristocrats simply formed a mob and 
murdered him. A reign of terror followed, and for practical purposes the 
Republic ceased to exist. 

Suppressed for a time, the democrats found a champion in the re- 
doubtable Marius, who waged open war on the aristocracy and decimated 
them in a shocking blood purge. Recovering power under Sulla, the 
oligarchs more than repaid the debt. Sulla, having forced his election as 
Dictator (with the Romans, a temporary office held for the duration of 
some emergency), instituted a constitution that put all power in the 
hands of the rich nobles. He then resigned his position, and died shortly 
afterward. His constitution did not long survive him. Although he him-, 
self was patriotic according to his lights, his example had shown the 
way to others. Rome was now wholly at the mercy of various generals, 
each with his own army, loyal only to him, and each greedy for power. 
The original issue of democratic versus aristocratic government became 
blurred. Political catchwords had been repeated so often and so hypo- 
critically that they had lost their meaning. The only issue now was gov- 
ernment — any government — against murder and anarchy. 

In this desperate situation, a measure of stability was attained for 
a brief period by a sort of open conspiracy to control the state between 
three of the biggest warlords, Pompey, Crassus, and Julius Caesar. This 
“First Triumvirate” was never legal or popular, however, and it ceased 
to exist when Crassus fell in battle in the East. The aristocrats, fearing 
Caesar more as the abler and more genuinely democratic of the remain- 
ing two Triumvirs, managed to turn Pompey from his alliance by playing 
on his vanity, his ambition, and whatever patriotism he may be supposed 
to have possessed. Even so, the majority of both parties wanted peace, 
and Caesar did all he could, short of political suicide, to avoid war. A 
little clique of extremists among the aristocrats, however, managed to 
force war on Caesar, on Pompey, and on the majority of their own party. 
Thus having forced war on Caesar, their bad counsels to Pompey made 
it nearly impossible for him to win. Pompey’s military and economic 
resources greatly surpassed Caesar’s; he was as good a general, and his 
overall strategy was well conceived ; but he began to make blunder after 
blunder in detail. Perhaps his conscience troubled him. Perhaps he was 
disspirited and confused by the stupidity of his supporters and the empti- 
ness of his cause. In any event, he ended by losing both his cause and 
his life in a war that he should have won without too much difficulty. 
Caesar proved a humane victor. Sparing his surviving enemies, he re- 
turned to Rome, where he in turn became Dictator and began a thorough- 
going program of reform that might have succeeded but for his untimely 
death. 

The coinage of the last century or so of the Republic’s slow death 
reflects the transfer of power to the great warlords. These generals are 
now given or assume the right to strike their own coins from captured 
bullion to pay their troops ; and these coins, issued by right of imperium 
(military command) circulate as coins of the Republic. The military 
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coinage may emphasize the prowess and victories of these imperators 
(generalissimos) ; but their portraits still do not appear. 

During the last year of Caesar’s life and Dictatorship, however, he 
was given the extraordinary honor of having his portrait placed on the 
regular coinage struck at the government mint. It was formerly thought 
that a passage in the history of Dio Cassius told of a decree of the 
Senate granting him this right ; 20 but a recent authority points out that 
this view is based on mistranslation. The best construction of the Greek 
text makes it read: “They named him 'Father of his Country’ and placed 
this [title] on the coins,” rather than “and placed him [his portrait] on 
the coins.”2i The honor was unprecedented, and it is still possible that 
some decree was required and passed; but there is no evidence for it in 
the sources.

Be that as it may, Caesar’s portrait appeared on the coinage as chief 
of state during his life, and as a national saint (Divus Julius), continued 
to be used after his death (Fig. 10). Unfortunately, many of the por- 
traits are bad, and they vary greatly, not only in their artistic merit but 
even in their features. This makes it hard to use them to identify his sta- 
tues and some once thought to be his now appear doubtful or spurious. 
All the portraits, however, have the same natural and unstudied sim- 
plicity that he had — or affected — in life .22

The coin portraits of Pompey are better, and we have one especially 
magnificent type of portrait on coins struck by his son, Sextus (Fig. 11), 
a portrait combining native Roman realism with the new Greek mag- 
nificence that was infiuencing Roman art. It was probably copied by 
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some gifted die-cutter from a statue by one of the foremost artists of the 
time. Sextus Pompey was not a regular moneyer. He struck by virtue 
of his imperium, which he continued to assert even after Caesar’s death 
from his naval base of Sicily. With Caesar’s example before him, Sextus 
also struck coins with his own portrait (Fig. 12), wearing a slight beard 
in token of mourning for his father or for the Republic.

The murder of Caesar by a little band of disgruntled idealists who, 
in Appian’s apt phrase, “thought the Roman people to be just as they 
had learned they were when the elder Brutus expelled the kings,”^^ was 
designed to “restore the Republic.” Of course, it restored nothing but 
chaos. The Republic had been dead since the days of Tiberius Gracchus. 
All that these self-styled “Liberators” had done was to prevent its burial, 
and ensure that another blood bath would be needed before Caesar’s 
adopted son, Octavianus Augustus, could impose a peace of exhaustion. 
Reflecting the paradoxical situation of these Liberators, all but Cassius 
placed their portraits on their coins, struck by right of imperium.

Especially noteworthy is the portrait of the self-righteous and 
narrow-minded Marcus Brutus (Fig. 13), wearing a beard in mourning 
for the Republic, the restoration of which is implicitly contradicted by 
his own stupid features on the coin. 


NOTES

SUGGESTIONS FOR FURTHER READING 

For Greek and general ancient coin portraiture, see the works listed in

The best short book on Roman coins is Harold Mattingly, Roman Coins, 
London, 1928. It has very little on the development of portraiture, however. 
The more advanced student of Roman Republican numismatics will also wish, 
to consult H. A. Greuber, Coins of the Roman Republic in the British Museum, 
3 vols., London, 1910. The Introduction in Vol. I has a very good brief discus- 
sion of the portraiture. 

On Roman art, in addition to the two books cited above (note 1), see Mrs. 
Strong’s Art in Ancient Rome, 2 vols., (New York: Scribner, 1930). This book 
is naturally broader in scope and more up-to-date than Roman Sculpture, but 
rather less thorough on the sculpture itself. Those who read German will find 
West’s Portrat-Plastik (see note 2 above) an extremely thorough, well docu- 
mented, and admirably illustrated work, which has the unusual advantage of 
correlating the evidence of numismatics with that of the sculptures.

In 1947 The City College completed a century of service in free 
higher education for the City of New York. From modest beginnings as 
the “Free Academy” in May, 1847, the College has grown until today it 
has a total enroUment of 35,000 students at the uptown and downtown 
sessions — and an equal number of known living alumni. 

In connection with the centennial celebration, the College issued a 
Centennial Medal, designed and executed by Professor Albert P. d’Andrea, 
Director of Planning and Design for the College. The design was com- 
pleted in May, 1946. 

The original medal was designed in wet clay and then cast in 
plaster. Most of the details were worked out in the plaster. The obverse 
is inscribed, on the perimeter, COLEGII URBIS NOV EBORAC SIGI- 
LIUM MDCCCXLVII and in the center is a three-headed design with the 
motto RESPICE, ADSPICE, PROSPICE, taken from the original College 
seal. The motto was suggested by Professor Charles Anthon, professor 
of History and Belles Lettres, when the College changed from the Free 
Academy to its present official title. The College of the City of New York, 
in 1866. The reverse side, bearing the dates 1847 and 1947, is inscribed 
ONE HUNDRED YEARS OF PUBLIC HIGHER EDUCATION. 

The significance of the RESPICE, ADSPICE, PROSPICE motto is 
obvious: “Looking to the past, looking to the present, looking to the 
future.” In classical mythology there are numerous examples of multiple- 
headed symbolic figures. The best known is Janus, two-headed God of 
the Gate in Greek mythology, who looks to the front and to the rear in 
watching his post. There are also examples of multi-headed figures in 
Indian mythology. 

Professor d’Andrea, who was elected to the Royal Academy of Art, 
has designed other medals as a service to the Associate Alumni of the 
College: the Townsend Harris Medal, for example, and the Alumni 
Service Medal, awarded annually to outstanding alumni. He is working 
at present on the John H. Finley Award, a gold medal to be awarded by 
the Associate Alumni each year for distinguished service to the City of 
New York. He has also designed a set of medals for the Stevens Institute 
of Technology. 

From the first plaster model, a die was made and copies of the medal 
were die-stamped — similar to the method used for striking coins. One 
thousand bronze copies about 3/16 of an inch thick and 3 inches in diam- 
eter, weighing 6 ounces, have been struck. 

The first medal was given to President Truman by Dr. Harry N, 
Wright, president of the College, at the White House on October 9, 1946. 
Another was presented to Coach Alonzo Stagg of Susquehanna at the 
College’s first football game of the season in September, 1947, to honor 
Coach Stagg’s long service to football. Copies of the medal, at $3.50 
each, are available and may be ordered from Alumni House, 280 Convent 
Avenue, New York 31, N. Y.

PAGANI. MODERN ITALIAN COINS OF THE DECIMAL SYSTEM 1800- 
1946, A complete summary with illustrations of every type by date and mint of 
all Italian coins known. The work is in tabular form and has 85 pages. It is 
indispensable to the specialist because of the extensive information included. 
The Corpus of Italian coins is an expensive publication, and this work abstracts 
the essentials in clear concise manner. Although written in Italian it would 
appear intelligible and useful to any collector of foreign coins irrespective 
of his linguistic ability. Italian colonial coins and Vatican coins are also 
included. — D.M.B. 

THE EMERGENCY MONEY COLLECTOR. Edited and published by Arlie 
Slabaugh, Box 163, Oakland, Maryland. Issued quarterly. Price 25 cents a year. 

The first issue of this interesting little magazine promises to supply a 
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need that has existed since the inflation days following World War I. It is 
written and edited with the utmost care and is entirely free from pompous 
statements. 

Arlie Slabaugh, 23, is attending the West Virginia School for the Deaf, at 
Romney, West Virginia. There he is studying journalism, and doing a thorough 
job of it too, for in addition to editing his mageizine he also did the linotyping 
and printing. 

Collectors of emergency currencies should not be misled by the low sub- 
scription rate of 25 cents a year. It is worth many times that to the serious 
collector. — S.M. 

CURRENCY AND COINS IN THE DUCHY OF SAXONY-JENA. (Geld 
und Muenzwesen im Herzogtum Sachsen- Jena.) By Lothar Frede. Jena 1942. 
Bulletin of the “Verein fuer Thueringische Geschichte,” no. 25. 

Only now do we receive many of the numismatic publications of the war 
years, and the years shortly before. 

This booklet contains in its 94 pages and 6 excellent plates a concise and 
well documented account of the various monetary manipulations, changes, 
inflatory and deflatory courses of the duchy during the period of the Thirty 
Years War; it tells of the Kipper and Wipper series and the people’s reaction 
to the doubtful machinations of their local government. For the numismatic 
student of Germanica, this book is indeed invaluable. — H, W. Holzer. 

COINS AND MEDALS OF THE DUKES OF SAXONY-LAUENBURG. 
(Muenzen und Medaillen der Herzoege von Sachsen-Lauenburg.) By Bruno 
Dorfmann. Ratzeburg 1940. 

Written expressly for popular consumption, this booklet contains 51 pages 
with many tables, and 8 plates — giving a fluid, and vivid account of the mone- 
tary history of Lauenburg. This duchy, while genealogically a Saxon princi- 
pality, is geographically among the Northwest German states; Dorfmann gives 
not only dry facts of the various coinages, but quotes edicts and correspondence 
pertaining to them, thus making this pamphlet an eminently readable one. - 
H. W. Holzer. 

COINS AND CURRENCY OF THE UNITED STATES, JUNE 30, 1947. 
Prepared by the Ofiice of the Technical Staff, Office of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Washington 25, D.C. 

This 33-page pamphlet is a highly useful treatise on the coins and paper 
money of the United States. While it makes no claim to being a comprehensive 
or legally definitive treatise of our currency, it contains much information of 
an authoritative nature. 

Most important is a summary account of the origin of our monetary 
system and the more important changes that have taken place since its 
inception. 

The material is arranged in four parts: I History of the Monetary 
Standard; II History of the Coins; III History of the Paper Currency; 
IV Description of the Money of the United States, June 30, 1947. 

It is a work that should be in the hands of every collector, and as it is 
being distributed without charge there is no good reason for any collector 
being without it.

RECUERDOS de D. ALFONSO XIII en FILIPINAS. By Dr. Jose P 
Bantug. In VOZ ESTUDIANTIL, Official organ of the Santo Tomas University 
Manila, P. I., Vol. XVI, No. 3, October 1947. 

This twenty-nine page work in the Spanish language, illustrated with 19 
medals and one coin, depicts the numismatic memorial in Philippine history 
associated with the life of King Alfonso XIII of Spain. 

Beginning with the marriage of Alfonso XII to the Archduchess Maria 
Christina, the author has woven an almost poetic account of the posthumous 
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birth of the successor to the throne, his marriage in 1906 to Princess Victoria 
Eugenia, the attempted regicide, and the calm displayed by the monarch on 
that fateful occasion. 

As a whole the work is meritorious, comprehensive, and admirable in that 
it reveals the resurgence of the nationalistic spirit of our brave Filipino 
confreres. To the reviewer, three events appear outstanding: the Caroline 
Islands incident of 1885 in which Pope Leo XIII acted as mediator between 
Spain and Germany; the fact that the Manila mint did not strike a single coin 
bearing the effigy of King Alfonso XIII; and the Aguinaldo insurrection with 
the series of military medals commemorating it. — ALBERT F. PRADEAU 



Q TOWEL FROM TRINIDAD DEPICTS ^5 NOTE,

The American “Indian” depicted on the one cent coinage commencing 
with 1859, is known to be a white girl, with a feather head-dress. Sarah Long- 
acre posed for this coinage, for her father, J. B. Longacre, the Mint engraver. 

Subsequent American Indians on our coins, notably the 5-cent nickel 
piece, and the gold quarter eagle and half eagle, were posed for by full blooded 
Indians. But the St. Gaudens 1907 eagle, is again a classic profile with feathers. 
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fVICTOR ]EMWaNUEL^) IL ^ 

The British Press in general has not been very kind to the memory 
of Victor Emmanuel III. He has been the victim of circumstances, and 
in his love of his country and to avoid civil war he allowed Mussolini 
to take the reins of government, which step involved him in tragic 
events which were quite beyond his control. Those who knew him inti- 
mately remember his liberal tendencies, his love of peace, his admiration 
for Britain and its institutions, and his real aim to secure the welfare 
of his people. No one better than he, who had made a study of Italian 
history since the fall of the Roman Empire, understood the vicissitudes 
and sufferings of his nation. He has been accused of weakness of 
character, but from Ciano’s diary we learn what strong opposition 
Mussolini met in his policy from his Sovereign. The triple alliance was 
not his work. He loathed the Abyssinian War, and certainly did not 
covet the Imperial Crown of Ethiopia, nor the title of King of Albania. 
He has been blamed for mismanagement of State affairs. 


When he ascended the throne on the assassination of his father, 
King Umberto, the country was in the throes of communistic upheaval, 
and his then Prime Minister was not energetic enough to react, but the 
nation on the whole was deeply attached to the House of Savoy. The 
papers have even alluded to Victor Emmanuel’s collecting of coins with 
a suspicion of ridicule, whereas this hobby no doubt relieved him of 
incessant worries and made him a Prince of numismatics, of whom 
Italy may well be proud. 


I first came in contact with Victor Emmanuel in the early nineties 
when, as Prince of Naples, he came over to England, and visited Messrs. 
Spink’s offices in Gracechurch Street, in quest of Italian coins. He then 
told me how he came to take an interest in numismatics; it was due to 
his English governess, who presented him, as a boy, with a few coins of 
Queen Victoria. This gave him the idea to form as complete a collection 
of the coins of his own country, not only of the Kingdom of Italy since 
1859, but also of the House of Savoy, and of all the various states into 
which Italy had been subdivided from the fall of the Roman Empire. 
This aim he pursued with incessant energy during well over 60 years. 

The compilation of his magnum opus, the “Corpus Nummorum 
Italicorum,” alas, unfinished, but of which 19 folio volumes have been 
published, is not only a catalogue of his collection, but of all known coins 
of Italy, and is a monument of learning, which on the scientific aspect 
will ever remain to the credit of the King. Rising very early he devoted 
the first two hours of the morning every day to his favorite studies, 
before attending to the pressing affairs of State. In 1903 he opened and 
presided over the Numismatic Congress at the Capitol. 

Before this date I was instrumental in the transfer for sale of His 
Majesty of the duplicates of the famous collection of coins bequeathed 
to Pope Leo XIII by Cardinal R. I was entrusted with this delicate trans- 
action between the Vatican and the Quirinal under the friendly collab- 
oration of C. Serafini, then Keeper of the Vatican cabinet, and Cardinal 
Rampolla. Since that date I visited the Quirinal practically every year, 
and was always considered a persona grata, the King honoring me by 
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accepting my “Dictionary of Medallists’’ and presenting me with each 
succeeding volume of his Corpus. I always found His Majesty most affa- 
ble, and keenly interested in the problems of numismatology. 

I was given to understand that Victor Emmanuel left to the Italian 
nation his magnificent collection, except that portion of the gold coins 
stolen during the latter part of the war by the Germans, and have had it 
confirmed from Italy. 

Had His Majesty died 25 years ago, the whole world would have 
eulogised him as one of the most enlightened monarchs of the century. 
As it is he was buried today (31st December, 1947) in a private grave 
near Alexandria (Egypt) and not in the Pantheon in Rome, where his 
remains deserved to have been preserved. — L. FORRER.

Adams lists it in copper, nickel and 
white metal. He calls all of them 
rare. It is difficult to imagine this 
crude piece struck in nickel and if it 
exists the entire issue is probably 
much later than 1863.

More Sound and Fury 


Recently, there has been much 
sound and fury anent coin condition 
classification. Words and ideas have 
flowed freely, and descriptive condi- 
tion scales advocated. These vary 
from Mr. Saxton’s classical and widely 
accepted “7 grades” to Mr. Seaby’s 
22 farfetched ambiguosities. Far- 
fetched? Yes; some will think so. 
How does the collector react to “a 
really good fine,” and ‘‘almost ex- 
tremely fine”? How judge between the 
relative merits of a coin offered in 
two conditions, one ‘‘almost very fine,” 
and the other ‘‘nearly very fine”? The 
difference in price is a dollar and a 
half. Quickly, now’, which is the bet- 
ter coin? 

The classic seven conditions are 
straightforward and obvious. This is 
good. They are also few in number; 
this is not so good. Seven terms will 
never suffice to describe seventy sink- 
ings of the same coin, ranging from 
kid-glove proof to barely recognizable. 
Yet the barely recognizable specimen 
has its place too; would any of us 
pass up a barely recognizable 1804 dol- 
lar offered at two dollars? 

The decimal system has been our 
pride. It has made our monetary 
reckoning system a joy of simplicity 
that few appreciate. Some hundred 
and fifty years ago we laid the plans 
that ultimately liberated us from 
groats, half-crowns and florins; from 
the knotted horrors of the 20 shilling 
pound versus the 21 shilling guinea. 
Why deliberately reassume this pon- 
derous yoke to harass our splendid 
pastime? 

Here, then, is the projected scale: 


Uncirculated . . 

. . 100% 

Extremely fine . 

. . 90% 

Very fine . . . 

. . 80% 

Fine 

. . 65% 

Very Good . . . 

. . 50% 

Good 

. . 35% 

Fair 

. . 20% 


By extension, it will range down to 
zero, which obviously covers only 
coins worn beyond possibility of iden- 
tification. For the record, a proof 
coin has no place in the scale; a 
proof is a proof, and if it is scratched, 
golden, dented, purple, blue or bril- 
liant, the honest cataloguer will say 


so. Qualifying adjectives are still nec- 
essary, especially in the upper regis- 
ters. They always have been. Under 
any system of classification, an edge 
dent, obverse scratch or other quali- 
fication requires specific statement. 
Incidentally, this scale kills the buga- 
boo of ‘‘about uncirculated,” meaning 
almost uncirculated — the cataloguer 
has a range in the middle 90’s for 
expression of his opinion. 

Please note that ‘‘very good” is 
50%. Fifty might be said to be pass- 
ing. The vast majority of series col- 
lectors of moderate means draw the 
line at ‘‘very good”; on the other 
hand, most of us will welcome a rarity 
in only 15% -20% condition as the only 
way to fill that space. 

Would you rather bid on Mr. Sea- 
by’s crowns described as ‘‘good very 
fine” and ‘‘a really good Fine,” or as 
82% and 70% ? 

Suggestions have been rife. This is 
only another, but it may be along a 
new line of attack on a very vexing 
problem. It may have its flaws, but at 
least its range is as wide as its termi- 
nology is brief.

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Arrangring for a Guest Speaker 

By Prescott Holden Thorp

Ambitious chairmen of entertain- 
ment committees very often extend 
invitations to prominent collectors 
and dealers to attend and address 
club meetings. Then’ enterprise in 
formulating via this method an enter- 
taining schedule is to be commended. 
However, too many of these same 
ambitious chairmen neglect to attend 
to the minimum etiqu(3tte required on 
such occasions with the result that 
they are creating considerable ill will 
toward their own societies. 

When inviting a speaker these are 
basic requirements: 

1. The speaker is entitled to capac- 
ity attendance. You are offering a 
gross insult to any speaker, especially 
one who travels a long distance, if 
only a handful of members show up 
at the meeting. 

2. Every speaker so invited, whether 
residing nearby or at great distance, 
is put to trouble and some expense. 
The club must be prepiared to pay all 
such expenses connected with the 
speaker’s trip to and from your club. 
Such expenses include, not only ac- 
tual travel fare but, also, any other 
expenses the speaker may incur as a 
result of making the trip. Usually 
this means the cost of supper, tips, 
taxi fares, etc. 

Unless your club is prepared to pay 
such expenses you should not under- 
take to invite non-member speakers 
to your meetings. 

The method of offering payment to 
invited guests is, also, important. Too 
often, the visiting speaker will be ap- 
proached after the meeting, by some- 
one who in an offhand manner will 
suggest “didn’t you liave some ex- 
penses in getting here?” Such is 
nothing more than an expressed de- 
sire that the visiting guest will de- 
cline to accept any offer of payment. 
Still another “wrong way” of going 
about this situation is the method of 
taking up a collection to reimburse 
the speaker for his expenses. 

There is only one “right” way to go 
about this situation. First the club 
should determine in advance that it is 
willing and able to pay the expenses 
of its invited guest speakers. Second, 
when the invitation is issued it should 
plainly state that the club expects and 
wishes to pay all costs of the visitor’s 


trip to and from the meeting. Thirdly, 
the visitor should be approached in a 
businesslike manner after the meet- 
ing and the matter of his expenses 
settled. In doing this, remember it is 
the height of rudeness to require the 
guest to submit an itemized list of his 
expenses. You will state plainly and 
simply that your club knows that he 
has undergone some expenses and 
that it is your duty to see that those 
expenses are paid then and there. So 
stated your guest need feel no em- 
barrassment and will state his costs. 
You may question these costs only if 
you feel that the guest has not stated 
a cost which you know would be suf- 
ficient to cover the bill. Thus you 
might say: “But Mr. Blank, you have 
forgotten to include the cost of your 
supper, and we know that you must 
have had other incidental expenses. 
Would you object if we increased your 
estimate to blank dollars?” Under no 
circumstances are you warranted to 
object to any cost the guest may 
state. You have invited him and if he 
saw fit to travel by special train it is 
your duty and obligation to pay what- 
ever the cost. Never require your 
guest to “forward a bill.” Be pre- 
pared to reimburse him in cash at the 
meeting. 

The foregoing may sound redund- 
ant to the many clubs who do invite 
distinguished speakers and always see 
that their guests are properly reim- 
bursed. However, the many persons 
who have been invited guests have 
experienced some weird things. Your 
scribe was once put to the expense of 
a forty dollar train fare and an over- 
night trip only to find that his ap- 
pearance had not been announced (the 
chairman forgot) and only six people 
showed up at the meeting. The six 
who attended the meeting were as 
embarrassed as your scribe and, of 
course, the matter of expenses was 
unsolved. The chairman who had 
made the arrangements didn’t show 
up and I have never seen or heard 
from him since. The situation was, 
of course, impossible of solution. 

If, in accepting an invitation, a 
guest speaker advises that he will 
travel with his wife and requests a 
hotel reservation accordingly he does 
not expect his wife’s expenses to be 
included but he will be surprised to 
have the hotel clerk advise him next 
morning that only half the room has 
been paid for by the inviting club. 

If an invited guest from a nearby 
city is forced to stay in town for sup- 
per in order to attend the meeting 
and to hire a taxi to get home be- 
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cause trains do not run at the hour 
the meeting closes — he will be sur- 
prised to be offered thirty cents bus 
fare as reimbursement for his ex- 
I>enses. If, after the meeting is over, 
everyone promptly goes home and 
leaves the invited guest to twiddle his 
thumbs in the lobby of a hotel while 
he waits an hour or two for a train 
one cannot blame the invited guest 
for turning down any future invita- 
tions. 

The point of the matter is that the 
invited guest is not a paid enter- 
tainer. He is your guest and has hon- 
ored your club by his presence. If 
you didn’t think so you have no right 
to invite him. It is your duty to re- 
spect him and to make his visit as 
pleasant as possible. 

But most of all, the matter of at- 
tendance is of greatest importance. A 
dozen members present is not ade- 
quate to warrant inviting an impor- 
tant guest speaker. For this reason 
entertainment chairmen would do 
well not to attempt a full schedule of 
guest speakers for every meeting. 
Save these for occasions when you 
will have a large turn-out. And when 
you have received an acceptance from 
a guest speaker make sure that the 
turn-out is impressive. Such an occa- 
sion is a very good time to go out 
after recruits to your own member- 
ship. By use of local newspaper an- 
nouncements and similar “stunts” 
build up your meeting. Confronted 
with a large audience the guest 
speaker will extend himself to be 
“good.” Facing an audience of a 
handful of people is too great a let- 
down for any speaker, however good, 
to overcome.

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Maple Leaf on Canadian Coins of 1947 
Confirms the Dot on Those of 1936 

In the August, 1947 issue of The 
Numismatist the Canadian 1936 “dot” 
coinage was explained but, despite the 
coinage figures quoted for these 
pieces, there seems to be some doubt- 
ing Thomases in our raidst. 

Due to the change :.n status of In- 
dia and Pakistan, which are now in- 
dependent self-governing dominions 
in the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions, the King is no longer Emperor 
of India. Since the change was made 
in 1947 it would be definitely im- 
proper to issue coins dated 1948 with 
the title “Emperor of India” as part 
of the inscription. 

But new dies could not be prepared 
in time for striking 1948 coins early 
this year, and since the business of 
the country required a further supply 
of certain denominations, something 
had to be done. It has become a tra- 
dition to use new dies every year, so 
the old dies of 1947 could not be con- 
tinued in use. 

In 1936 the similar difficulty was 
overcome by the infinitesimal dot on 
the reverse, but in the most recent 
instance a noticeable difference has 
been made by adding a small maple 
leaf immediately after the date. 

At the time of writing, cents, dimes, 
and quarters have been struck. 

The “dot” on the 1947 nickel re- 
ferred to by Mr. Bibler, in his letter 
which appeared in the January, 1948 
issue of The Numismatist, has a dif- 
ferent explanation. The best that can 
be said of this piece is that it is a die 
“break.” Canadian dies are now 
chrome plated and apparently a tiny 
chip has developed in the chrome, re- 
sulting in a small dot on the coin. 
Dots have been noted in different po- 
sitions than that mentioned by Mr. 
Bibler.

Illustration (two diameters) here- 
with is that of a one real piece of 
Mexico City, c. 1540 (weight 49 
grains) mint letters M-G, quite worn 
from circulation with black encrusta- 
tion around border cleaning of which 
would appear to serve no purpose. 



The late B. G. Johnson of St. Louis 
indicated the possibility that this coin 
having the slogan spelled out in full 
“PLV-SVL-TRA” was unpublished in 
the denomination of one real and 
from the numerous examples pictured 
in the Guttag Collection this prob- 
ability is indicated. 

As a final test hereabouts a search 
of the comprehensive collection of this 
period at our American Numismatic 
Society confirmed the rarity, an addi- 
tional peculiarity of which is the fact 
that the dot usually in the center of 
this type appears at the water-line 
between the pillars. However, because 
the elevated portions of the coin are 
worn smooth, until a duplicate piece 
from the same die turns up no con- 
clusions may be arrived at, tempting 
as it might be to see a “rising sun” 
in the design, maybe the prototype of 
all rising suns in America. The dis- 
covery of an uncirculated specimen is 
anticipated.

The Brooklyn Coin Club has the unique 
honor of being the first organization to at- 
tain a membership who are also 100% A.N.A. 
members. In recognition of this fact, a pre- 
sentation of a plaque suitably inscribed was 
made to us by Max M. Schwartz, our District 
Secretary, on behalf of the A.N.A. We were 
informed that this plaque was donated by A. 
Ko.soff. In addition thereto, another plaque 
bearing the seal of the A.N.A. and the name 
and number of our membership therein, was 
presented to us on behalf of Louis Werner. 
Both plaques will be prominently displayed at 
our headquarters in the future. 

Prof. Zygman spoke briefly on the influence 
of Greece on the Eastern world. He re- 
counted the fact that when Alexander the 
Great returned to Babylon he married Rox- 
anne, daughter of Oxyardes, King of Sog- 
diana. Many thousands of his soldiers in 
turn then married Persian girls. Alexander’s 
policy of unification of the Eastern and West- 
ern worlds is amply demon.strated on various 
coins. One of the specimen’s exhibited by the 
Professor was a posthumous tetradrachm of 
Alexander the Great struck at Acco whereon 
his name appears in Greek while the mint 
and date are in Phoenician characters and 
numerals. In addition several specimens of 
the Indo-Bactrian Greek King coins were in- 
scribed in Greek and in Kharoshti (an Indian 
alphabet). 


President C. H. Ryan, who had just re- 
turned from a trip covering the entire West, 
regaled us with stories of his experiences. 
Noteworthy is the fact that he spoke of the 
Brooklyn Coin Club wherever he went. It 
appears that his prime concern was to spread 
the name and fame of our organization 
everywhere. From various reports coming in, 
he apparently succeeded very well. 

After a vote duly taken, Messrs. Herman 
S. Bernstein and M. L. Kaplan were duly 
admitted to membership. The applications of 
Messrs. Sol Natman and C. Douglas Smith 
were referred to the membership committee 
for action.

It is connected with the 1486 talers, only through 
tracing the history of the word; but a study of the weight, fineness and other 
economic factors, shows it to be a revised “Carolus Dollar,” which is the out- 
growth of the Pillar dollar, and traces back to the Spanish coins of Ferdinand 
and Isabella.
